A DEADLY BLUDGEON. 


Fatal Result of a Blow With a Bnagstart*. 


About 11 o'clock on the night of th* 


30tb of December last Officer Barn**, 
while doing office duty at the central1 
station had hii atttntion attracted to a 
man who was sitting in one of the •win- 
dows on the Merchant-street side of th* 
prison. On inquiring his business th* 
man stated :that his name was "Len" 
Triplet!, and that he felt sick, -Barnes 
laid his hand on Triplett's shoulder, end 
withdrew it covered with blood, npon 
which discovery the "sick" man was 
carried into the city receiving hospital 
for treatment. On getting him into the 
light ha was found to be literally bathed 
in blood, his face, hands and neck be- 
ing perfectly crimson, while the major 
portion of his clothing was fairly soaked 
in the sanguinary fluid. The source of 
th* terrible stream which had BO del- 
uged him' was discovered • after some 
search to be on the left side pf his head, 
about two inches above the ear, where a 
ghastly wound was :discoTered. Ths 
scalp was laid open for a distance of 
nearly three inches, -for one third of 
which the skull was laid bare. The 
wound was dressed by the Police Sur- 
geon with considerable difficulty, as the 
patient, who appeared restless, and 
finally became so violent that the stew- 
ard if as compelled to tie him .to his cot 
to prevent his tearing' the bandages off. 


AHEEST OP THB ASSAI1ANT. 


He was reticent in the extreme over 


the manner in which the injury was re- 
ceived, but finally stated that he had 
been hit with a club in a saloon at the 
corner of Ninth and Mission streets, but 
by whom he would not state. After an 
uncomfortable night he was again visit- 
ed by Police Surgeon Stambaugh, who 
made a second examination, and then 
told Triplett that, although he was not 
sick enough to necessitate his 'retention 
in the hospital, his wound would need 
future dressing, and that he would eith- 
er have to go to some other physician 
or call at the surgeon's office. 
Triplett 


thanked him and left-the-hospital, go- 
ing up-stairs into the office of the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney nf the Police. Court. 
Hejre he swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of William Dreyer, the'man who in- 
flicted tbo injury. On account of .the 
serious nature of the injury, his bail 
was tiled at $200. Triplett went to the 
residence of his mother, Mrs. Maria 
Cook, at No. .1332 Howard street, and 
the next day procured admission to the 
City and County Hospital uader his real 
nama, John Linza Triplett. 


A FATAL BESULT. 


Here he remained until Thursday last, 


when the hospital authorities decided 
that he conic) not survive his injuries 
and so infcrmad his mother, whocaueei 
his remov.il to OCT residtmW. The in- 
jury diil not Heeiu to uffoct his brain, ab 
he remained conscious to within half an 
hour of his death, which occurred a' 
10:55 o'clock on Saturday night.
